A month later in the same year 
Max Schalk left the Tombs. disguised 
as a pie. Schalk was heaving coal 
in the courtyard when the big gates 
opened to admit a pastry cook’s 
wagoh..'The coal héaver, who had been 
transferred from, the workhouse, had 
a liking for pies and climbed into the 
wagon to eat a few while the driver 
was away in the Tombs kitchen. But 
the driver returned‘ sooner than Schalk 
had expected and drove off with;him. 


Escape of Vincent Gaffney. 

In June, fois, “Vincent Gaffney, a 
west. side gangster facing nineteen 
years and seven months in Sing Sing 
for manslaughter, escaped from the 


Tombs by-a series of leaps covering 
the seventy-five feet from the seventh 


tier to Leonaré Street. . One hour, and 


a half later Gaffney jumped from an 


Forty-seven h Street while detéctives 
pursued. ith a pistol he apparently 
had obtained since his jump from 
prison he wounded two children in the 
course of his flight. ..John’ Callahan, 
a prisoner doing six months for dis- 
orderly. conduct,, broke out of prison 
at the same-time, but with his ankle 
smashed by the first jump he was cap- 
tured. Gaffney was catight later .in 
New Jersey and sent to Dannemora.

‘Was one of the most original of Tombs 
breaks. Sentenced to ba hung, Sharkey 
was lying in a cell. in the Tombs when 
Maggie Jourdan, with another. wo- 
man, came to visit the pla She had 
obtained an imprint of the. lock of 
Sharkey’s cel] and had: a key made to 
fit it. With her she brought a wo-

Once in the gell she had Sharkey shave 
off his moustache and don the *wo- 
man’s dress anda bonnet. Then, with 
a veil over his face,~ the’ prisoner 
opened the cell door with Maggie’s key 
and walked out, accompanied by \Mag- 
gie heérself.. -The other woman re- 
mained ih .the .cell.

murderer and female impersonator. 

Two prisoners, Henry Libers. and 
William : Schneider, -walked out of the 
Tembs., as. late: as June 1923..

So 
smoothly was this ape accomplished 
that no one knew about it for some 
time. .

Girls Tried to Ald Escape. oy 
In May, 1919, two girls were charged. : 


Louis: Loreh, - Gata ‘keeper. ahd . the, 
marr who foiled the jail delivery, at- 
tributed ‘his success to. the experience 
gained in the: Spanish War: and in the 


World War. 

The three bandits, two in front and 
one behind, pointed “pistols at him and 
demanded, “Louis, you — open the 
gate.” Louis” moved toward the men. 
He was unarmed, 

“It. wasn’t a case. of showing 
bravery,”” he said in a Se —— 
“but when they pushed pisto 
at me I talked back in their own 
language. Their object was to get the 
gate, mine ‘was to. keep the’ gate 
locked.

Lorch obtained a pistol on an upper 
tier and returned to the ground floor. 
During his absence the bandits had 
mortally wounded Keeper Mallon and 
backed into the prison yard, driven at 
the point of ‘Van Keeper David ‘Lynch’s 
pistol. Keeper Murphy was killed in 
the yard and Lynch received a glanc- 
ing shoulder wound: 3 

Lorch’s son, Ralph, employed. in: the 
New York Life Insurance Company, 
watched the shooting from a window 
of the building with anxiety: He did 
not know till later that his father was 
uninjured. 

Lorch was wounded in Porto Rico, 
where he served in the Spanish War 
with the First United States Engineers. 
He was a‘ Lieutenant in the Sixteenth 
Infantry, First Division, in the ‘World 
War, and was blinded for fifteen days 
by a machine-gun bullet. Later he wes 
wounded at St. Mihiel, and in the 
hospital four months from the effects 
of a gun-shot wound. 4

We are sending inspectors to see them, 
and to suggest ways in which they can 
overcome those minor technical viola- 
tions and ship their products: here.

They 
will send in every bit of milk and 
cream that is up to standard. .
